As an illustration of the sales possibilities of spring flowering 
bulbs for small town florists, it may be of interest to relate the 
experience of a seed store in a New York community of some) 
3000 people. 


This dealer does a nice business in cut flowers which is supple- 
mented in the spring with the sale of seeds and in the fall with 
bulbs. In his store, he displays the bulbs in four quart “’straw- 
berry’ baskets, each basket showing a colored picture of the 
variety and a small white label stating the price per dozen and 
per hundred. These baskets are arranged on a low table in five 
tiers with a background of the large poster, ‘‘Buy Your Bulbs 
Here.”’ 


From the middle of September until the end of November 
1945, this dealer’s bulb sales amounted to over $2000 which 
would be the equivalent of seven units A. 


He attributes his success to several factors, mainly: 


a. Colored pictures and posters. People like to see whet 
they are buying. 

b. Quality merchandise. Only quality can demand a good 
price, and moreover, people are getting tired of poor re- 
sults with chain store bulbs packed in attractive con- 
tainers but lacking quality. 


Bulbs true to color description. 

d. Start the display, and at the same time the sales, as 
early as possible. Not later than September 15. 

e. Cultural directions given verbally by a trained horticul- 

turist, the florist.
